dust. 
On Sunday a little horse flesh

"All these human 
wrecks,

respo ndent, "ex ist on this soup. H un­ 
dreds die daily and are buried in pa­ 
per coffins because the wood is need­ 
ed for fuel.” 
He say s incidentally that the clerks 
in the Spanish embassy are dy ing of 
starvatio n. 
"Vienna,” the co rrespo ndent adds, 
"is in a sullen mood. 
The whole of 
German-Austria is afraid of Bolshev­ 
ism.
